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This  abstract,  showing  the  open  seasons  for  1935-36 . for"  the  trapping  of 
fur  animals,  and  the  provisions  cf  State  laws  regarding  the  possession,  sale, 
and  shipment  of  pelts,  is  prepared  and  issued  primarily  as  an  aid  to  Federal 
officials  in  conducting  investigations  under,  and  enforcing  the  provisions  of, 
the  Lacey  Act  (35  Stat.  1137,  as  amended  June  15,. 1935),  governing  the  inter- 
state shipment  of  wild  animals  and  parts  thereof.     The  information  thus  compil- 
ed is  in  demand  also  by  members  of  State  game  departments,  the  fur  trade,  and 
others.  •  ..... 

_     The  trapping  of  fur  animals  and  the  possession  and  sale  thereof,  or  of 
parts  thereof,  is  controlled  entirely  by  State  laws,  but  the  shipment  of  such 
animals  or  their  pelts  in  interstate  commerce  is  subject  to. the  scrutiny  of 
Federal  officials  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  the  Lacey  Act  above  referred 
to.     Though  every  effort  has  been  made  to  have  the  following  summaries  substan- 
tially correct,  the  trapping  seasons. are  subject  to  change  by  orders  or  regula- 
tions of  State  game  authorities,  and  it  is  therefore  well  for  trappers  and 
others  concerned  to  familiarize  themselves  with  the  provisions  of  State  lebrs. 

The  provisions  of  the  bounty  laws  of  the  various  States  and  Provinces 
will  be  found  in  another  leaflet  in  this  series  (BS--24),  Summary  of  Bounty 
Laws .
